A  string 
of  wagons  was  at  once  trotted  on,  driven  ta 
the  ey mpaibiier's  property,  and  in  the  satti* 
a'ternoon  he  was  stripped  of  everything 
The  rebels  carried  off  all  his  cattle,  sheep, 
hogs  and  smaller  live  slock,  removed  all  his 
hay  and  wheat  crop,  leaving  his  barns  utter 
ly  empty.  The  cavalry  horses  were  turned 
into  his  growing  oats,  and  his  corn  was  cut 
for  fodder  for  the  stock  while  on  the  march 
The  sytupalhizer  was  detained  until  all 
was  done,  and  was  then  released  with  thanka 
for  the  pvmpathv  he  had  manifested.

zens of  Boone  county  appended. 

Documents  similar  in  character  have  been 
extensively  circulated  through  the  county, 
and  many  signatures  obtained.  .\  plainer 
case  of  conspiracy  to  do  an  illegal  act,  it 
would  be  diflicult  to  bring  to  bear.  Malig- 
nant, bad  men,  are  deluding  other  weak 
men  into  positions  of  danger,  which  they 
will  be  extremely  cautious  to  shun  them- 
selves. The  craftily  drawn  resolutions  un- 
mistakably display  beneath  a  flimsy  and 
transparent  veil,  a  determination  to  do  a 
deed  of  blood 

Boone  county  has  in  its  limits  many  re- 
turned rebel  soldiers  who  have  under  the 
law,  <li6franchi3ed  themselves,  it  has  many 
more  men,  who  by  their  disloyal  practices, 
and  their  0|  enly  expressed  sympathy  with 
the  cause  of  file  rebellion,  have  cast  more 
than  a  shade  of  doubt  on  the  propriety  ol 
permiltin'_'  them  to  exercise  the  elective 
franchise. 

The  Legislature  of  ICentuctfy  in  IS61 
pa.ssed  an  act  containing  the  following  pro- 
visions . 

1.  That  any  citizen  ol  thisState  whoshall 
enter  into  the  service  of  the  so  called  Con- 
federate Slates,  in  either  a  civil  or  a  military 
capacity,  or  into  the  service  ol  the  so-called 
Provisional  Government  of  Kentucky,  in 
either  a  civil  or  military  capacity,  or  having 
heretofore  entered  such  service  of  either  the 
Confederate  States  or  Provisional  Govern 
ment,  shall  continue  in  service  after  this  act 
takes  effect,  or  shall  take  up  or  continue  in 
arms  against  the  military  forces  ol  the  L^ni- 
ted  Slates,  or  the  .State  of  Kentucky,  or  shall 
give  voluntary  aid  or  assistance  to  those  in  arm-i 
against  said  forces,  shall  he  deemed  to  ha^  e  ex 
palriated  themselves,  and  shall  no  longer  be  a 
citizen  except  by  permission  o  f  the  Legislature 
III  a  general  or  special  statute 

2.  That  whenever  a  person  attempts  or  is 
called  on  to  exercise  any  constitutional  or 
legal  rights  and  privileges  belonging  only  to 
citizens  of  Kentucky,  he  may  be  required  to 
negative  on  oath  the  expatriation  provided 
in  the  first  section  ol  this  act;,  and  upon  his 
failure  or  refusal  to  do  so,  shall  not  be  per 
mitted  to  exercise  any  siicji  right  or  privi 
lege 

The  leaders  of  the  Peace  Democracy  of 
this  county  teacli  th-it  the  Legislature  of 
Kentucky  had  no  right  to  pass  an  act  of  ex 
patriation,  and  that  therefore  it  is  void;  that 
rhe  only  punishment  for  rebellion  consists  in 
an  indictment  and  conviction  under  the  law  of 
treason,  and  that  until  then  the  accused  are 
entitled  to  all  their  ancient  constitutional 
tights:  and  that  the  oath  of  expurgation  is 
also  void. 

But  to  the  resolutions  themselves 
Whereas,  There  is  a  party  in  power 
whose  ruling  is  tyranical  and  oppressive, 
and  whose  acts  are  frequently  arbitrary 
and  unconstitutional,  neither  warranted  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  nor  the  State  of  Kentucky,  we, 
the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Peace 
Party  of  Boone  county,  have,  therefore,  re- 
solved. 

1.  Tlial  we  have  the  right  as  freemen  un- 
der the  Constitution  and  laws  ol  our  coun- 
try, 10  ttgrn  said  party  out  of  power  through 
the  ballot-box. 

2.  That  as  free  citizen.s  of  the  United 
States  we  are  determined  henceforward  to 
a.'gert  our  constitutional  right ,  being  always 
mindful  of  the  rights  of  others, 

3.  That  we  hereby  stand  pledge. I  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances  to  assert 
and  defend  our  rights  as  peaceful  and  law 
abiding  citizens. 

t.  That  we  prepare  ourselves  for  the  re- 
moval of  every  obstruction  thai  may  in 
future  present  itself  in  the  wa\  of  the  exer- 
cise of  our  civil  liberties 

That  in  all  things  we  act  in  the  delen- 
sive  and  not  the  offensive. 

C.  That  we  regard  the  civil  law  as  being 
paramount  and  superior  to  all  other  laws, 
and  tliat  we  will  at  all  limes  peacefully  sub- 
mit thereunto  and  keep  within  lis  limits. 

That  we  hereby  .?fai!'/;}/rt/^(;(^inder 
pi'nalli/  of  d,a!h,  lhat  we  will  protect  each 
name  hereunto  .signed,  under  all  circum- 
stances, as  long  a«  he  keeps  within  the  civil 
law. 

The  vibratory  characlerof  those  resolutions 
is  obvious  10  the  most  superficial  reader.  Tiiey 
were  so  drawn  to  satisfy  the  weak-kneed 
among  the  conspirator.-^;  that  with  the  smooth 
sugar-coating  of  obedience  to  civil  law  will 
deceive  only  those  who  want  to  believe  a  lie. 
The  death  peiialf;/  is  a  menace  against  whom  '! 
Certainly  not  one  ol  their  co-conspirators. 
\nd  til,-  i.iciiace  implies  an  arming  in  viola- 
lion  of  law,  and  when  confederates  set  out  in 
open  and  palpable  disregard  of  the  plainest 
provisions  of  the  laws,  there  is  no  injustice 
in  holding  ihem  to  the  legitimate  results  of 
their  proposed  acts.  Their  league,  confeder- 
acy, or  conspiracy,  whichsoever  it  may  be  de 
nominated,  is  intended  as  a  menace  to  the 
judges  ot  the  approaching  election.  They 
a.ssume  in  advance  ihe  functions  assigned  to 
others,  whilstso  clamorous  for  rights  to  which 
many  of  them  linvc  saorificeil  by  complicity 
with  rebellion. 

The  "koran  or  the  sword,"  was  the  battle 
cry  of  the  Moslem  hosts;  so  now  the  cry  ol 
those  who  have  let  no  opportunity  slip,  who 
have  lell  no  stone  unturned  to  aid  and  abet 
rebellion,  is  "a  free  vote  or  a  fight.'' 
The  law  books  say: 

"The  gist  of  a  conspiracy  is  the  unlawful 
conlederacy  to  do  an  unlawful  act,  or  a  law 
ful  act  loran  iinlawlul  purpose,  though  noth 
ing  be  done  in  prosecution  of  it;  the  offense 
being  complete  when  the  -Confederacy  is 
made.

The  objects  of  this  crime  (conspiracy) 
though  numerous  and  multiform,  may  be 
classified  as  follows: 

1.  To  perpetrate  an  oflense  ivhich  is 
already  punishable  at  law;  as  lor  exam  pie 
commit  a  murder  or  other  felony,  or  a 
misdemeanor  such  as  to  lili/ythe  Qovernmeni 
and  embarrass  its  operatians. — Greenleaf,  page

The  following  Circular  to  the  Sur- 
veyor of  the  Port  of  Louisville  has  been  pub- 
lished : — 

Treasury  Depaht.msst,  .July  It),  18ti4. 
Sir:  By  the  recent  act  of  Congress  the 
purchase  of  products  in  States  rleclared  in 
insurrection  is  altogether  prohibited,  and 
the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  into  such  States  is  greatly  re- 
stricted, and  confined  to  the  necessary  sup- 
plies of  loyal  citizens  within  the  lines  of 
actual  occupation  by  the  military  forces  of 
the  L'nited  Slates. 

To  meet  the  provisions  of  this  act  regula- 
tions arc  now  being  prepared,  and,  until 
they  are  completed  and  put  into  effect,  and 
you  are  notified  thcreol  from  this  depart 
ment,  you  will  grant  no  more  authorities  for 
the  purchase  or  transportation  of  products 
in  or  from  those  States,  nor  to  transport  lo 
or  sell  within  those  States  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  \yhatevfr,  either  under  ex- 
isting trade  authorities  or  otherwise. 

No  boat  or  other  vehicle  of  transportation 
will  be  cleared  by  you  or  permitted  to  go  to 
an  insurjectionary  .State  with  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  on  board,  except  such 
as  belong  to  the  L^niteJ  States  or  are  being 
transported  under  contract  of  sale  to  them, 
and  except  sutlers'  supplies,  the  shipment  of 
which  you  will  carefully  restrict  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  rules  and  regulations 
ill  reg.ard  thereto

Permit  me 
therefore  to  say  that  the  new  restrictions  are 
not  by  this  order  made  applicable  to  Ken- 
tucky any  more  than  to  Ohio  and  Indiana 
or  any  other  loyal  Stale  This  order  has  no 
bearing  whatever  upon  either  transportation 
to  or  trade  within  Kentucky.  The  recent  act 
of  Congress  totally  prohibits  purchase  of  pro 
ducts  "in  States  declared  in  insurrection  ;" 
and  this  prohibition  is  upon  citizens  of  the 
.State  of  Kentucky,  just  as  it  is  upon  citizens 
of  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  The  act 
also  very  materially  restricts,  in  adiiition  to 
previous  restrictions,  the  iranspcrlion  of  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  generally,  lo  insur 
rectionary  States— horn  Iventucky,  as  from 
every  other  loyal  .State.  The  necessary  sup 
plies  of  loyal  citizens  wiihin  the  lines  of  ac- 
tual occupation  by  the  military  forces  of  the 
United  States,  however,  are  allowed  to  go 
forward  as  liereiofore,  from  Kentucky  as  Iroin 
other  loyal  States,  and  permits  for  such  sup- 
plies will  be  issued  at  the  Custom  house  in 
Louisville,  the  same  as  at  the  Custom  house 
in  Cincinnati  or  St.  Louis 

For  the  general  information,  it  may  be 
further  mentioned  that  "military  goods  for 
the  exclusive  use  oF  officers  and  soldiers"  are 
not  embraced  within  the  new  restrictions

I    [Orders,  No.  25.]    I.  It  is  known  that 
I  many  slaves  in  Kentucky  have  left  their 
I  owners  without  intending  to  enter  the  ser- 
1  vice  of  the  United  .'States,  and  that  they 
I  have  resorted  to  the  towns,  or  arc  roving 
I  about  the  country.    In  all  such  cases  it  is 
only  necessary  for  the  owners  of  such  refu 
!  gees  10  report  to  the  Provost  Marshal,  and 
j  make  known  their  wish  for  their  slaves  to 
be  placed  in  the  service,  and  it  will  bo  the 
duty  of  the  Provost  Marshals  lo  arrest  such 
refugees  and  deliver  them  for  enlistment. 
The  commander  of  the  District  ot  Kentucky 
will  give  such  further  directions  as  rnay  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

II.  Information  has  been  received  that 
persons  are  in  the  habit  of  coming  into 
Kentucky  with  a  view  of  persuading  slaves 
to  run  away  and  pass  into  the  free  .Stales 
bordering  on  tlie  Onio,  where  they  are  en- 
listed for  the  bounties — the  negroes  receiving 
but  a  sinftll  portion  thereof.  In  such  cases 
the  State  of  Kentucky  fails  to  receive  credit 
on  tkcir  quota  of  troops.  The  millitary  au- 
thorities, as  well  as  all  Provost  Marshals,  in 
the  .Slate  are  ordered,  and  the  navy  on  the 
Ohio  river  are  requested,  to  take  possession 
of  all  such  negroes  and  deliver  them  to  the 
nearest  military  commander,  in  order  that 
ihey  may  be  enlisted  in  Kentucky  regi- 
ments.

Pabtiuui-aes  of  Gen.  McPhebson  s  Death 
and  Recovert  of  Ills  Body. — Through  the 
kindness  of  Major  Young,  Engineer  on  Col. 
Lowe's  staff,  who  learns  the  particulars  from 
Gen.  McPlierson's  staff  officers,  we  are  ena- 
bled to  furnish  the  following  particulars 

Gen.  McPlierson's  Department  held  the 
left  of  the  line  in  the  fighting  before  .\llantn. 
The  corps  was  arranged  in  echelon. 

The  General  had  ridilen  from  the  lelt  to 
right  in  superintending  the  advance  of  his 
skirmish  line,  and  wa=  returning  again  to  the 
right  when  a  parly  ol  rebel  bushwhackers, 
in  ambush,  ran  from  their  covert  between 
the  li'.lh  and  ITih  corps,  and  crying  out, 
"There  they  come  ;  give  them  h — I,"  fired. 
A  couple  ol  staff  officers  ami  two  orderlies 
accompanied  the  (ieneral,  all  of  whom  es- 
caped, except  the  General,  who  fell,  and  expir- 
ed almost  instantly,  the  ball  bavin;;  cut  the 
aorta.  The  enemy  rushed  forward  to  rifle 
the  body.  Oflicers  and  orderlies  meeting  Col. 
Strong,  Inspector  General,  and  Capt.  Buell, 
both  of  Gen.  McPhersoii's  staff,  accompanied 
by  a  few  orderlies,  related  the  circumstance. 
Colonel  Strong  instantly  drew  the  party  into 
line  and  ordered  a  charge.  This  handful 
of  brave  and  impetuous  men,  regardless 
of  the  feomen  in  I'roni,  dashed  gallant- 
y  ahead  and  drove  ofl'  the  thievin!;  en- 
emy, and  while  Capt.  Bucll  with  his  re- 
volver kept  ihetn  at  bay,  ''ol.  .Strong,  assist- 
ed by  the  two  orderlies,  lifted  the  nude  body 
stripped  of  every  article  of  clothing  save  a 
glove  and  sock,  to  his  own  horse  and  bore 
it  safely  from  the  field.  Beneath  llie  light 
glove  covering  the  left  hand  was  a  diamond 
ring  which  the  vandals  tailed  to  discover, 
and  which  will  be  forwarded  lo  the  fiener- 
al's  friends  in  Ohio. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  gallant  little 
episodes  of  the  war  and  Col.  Strong's  dai  ing 
and  determined  charge  for  the  body  ol  his 
loved  chief  is  worthy  of  Ihe  pen  pf  history's 
poet.

Murder  or  Gibson  Mallory,  Esq, 

We  copy  from  the  Louisville  Journal ,  of 
July  2S,  the  annexed  notice  of  the  murder 
of  Gin.soN  Mallory,  Esq.  Mr.  5Iallory 
was  a  well  known  citizen  of  Jefferson,  and 
his  death  creates  a  vacancy  in  the  .^fate  Sen 
ale: — 

At  11  o'clock  oil  I'uesday  nighi,  as  Mr 
Gibson  Mallory,  with  his  son,  was  returning 
home  from  the  city  in  hi-  buggy,  when  three 
miles  and  a  half  Irom  ilie  city  he  was  iialt- 
ed  by  a  man  standing  in  the  road,  armed 
with  a  short  gun  or  a  cavalry  carbine.  Mr 
Mallory  reined  in  his  horse  and  inquired 
what  was  wanted.  The  man  replied  by  ask 
ing,  '  Where  are  you  are  going?"  "Home,' 
was  the  response.  ".\  d — d  pretty  hour  of 
the  night  to  be  going  home."  remarked  the 
strange  individual  in  the  road,  and  then  or- 
dered Mr.  Mallory  to  return  to  the  city.  Mr. 
M.  simply  remarked  that  he  was  well  aware 
that  the  pickets  had  been  removed  Irom  the 
roail,  and,  if  the  individual  was  a  soldier, 
he  would  like  to  know  by  what  authority 
he  hailed  him.  The  reply,  we  believe,  was 
not  fully  understood,  and  Mr.  M.  said  that 
he  would  not  turn  back,  but  would  go 
forward  He  slapped  ihe  reins  on  the  horse's 
back,  and  the  animal  started  lorward  The 
assfissin  raised  bis  carbine  and  fired.  The 
ball  entered  the  left  side  of  Mr.  Mallory 
f.as.-od  upward,  and  camt  out  in  the  region 
ol  the  right  shoulder,  wliizzing  past  the 
head  of  the  son  Young  M  drew  a  pistol 
and  fired  at  the  scoundrel,  but  the  aim  was 
untrue  He  was  in  the  act  of  reaching  for 
Ills  father's  revolver  to  repeat  ihe  shot,  when 
Mr.  Mallory  fell  forward  in  the  buggy  On 
raising  him  to  the  scat,  he  was  found  lo  be 
dead.  The  buggy  was  driven  rapidly  for 
ward,  and  ihe  murderer  was  left  behind.  On 
arriving  at  the  house  the  family  was  shock 
ed  Dy  the  greeting  prepared  for  them  The 
dead  body  of  the  murdered  husband  and 
lather  was  removed  from  the  buggy  to 
the  house,  and  the  bed-chamber  became 
the  chamber  of  death.  The  pall  was 
made,  and  the  limbs  lately  so  full  of  life 
were  stretched  upon  it.  An  inquest  was  held 
over  the  body  yesterday,  and  the  evidence 
elicited  was  chiefly  in  accordance  with  th 
above  facts  It  is  presumed  by  many  that 
the  man  who  murdered  Mr.  Mallory  was 
dressed  in  the  uniform  of  a  private  soldier, 
but  the  darkness  of  the  night  and  the  excite 
ment  of  the  moment  would  prevent  this  fact 
from  being  clearly  established.  There  is  one 
story  afloat  that  a  soldier  had  been  drinking 
at  the  Two  Mile  House,  and  had  left  the 
place  in  an  intoxicated  condition  a  short  time 
belore  Mr.  Mallory  drove  along  the  road 
and,  the  s'.ory  asserts,  this  soldier  was  the 
assassin.  Others  surmise,  that,  if  the  party 
was  in  the  garb  of  a  soldier,  it  was  simply 
procured  and  used  as  a  disguise.  As  the  case 
now  stands,  it  is  almost  impossible  clearly 
lo  delermine  who  the  ns.iassin  was.  Tb* 
people  may  rest  assured  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  bring  the  scoundrel  to  justice 

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

There  are  very  lengthy  telegrams  in  the 
papers  of  the  two  past  days.  Bui  U\e  news 
is  all  gathered  in  the  annexed  synopsis  by 
tlie  Cincinnati  Gazelle  : 

Though  we  have  abundauiioe  of  rumors 
in  regard  to  rebel  movements  in  the  .Shean 
doah  Valley,  our  dispatches  add  very  little 
10  our  stock  of  facts.  The  telegraph  between 
Harper's  Kerry  and  Bahimore  is  appropria 
ted  exclusively  to  fiovernmeiit  use,  and  the 
papers  in  the  latter  city  are  not  allowed  to 
publish  much  news  concerning|the  raid.  It 
appears  certain,  however,  that  liie  rebels 
still  remain  south  of  the  Potomac,  the  fords 
of  which  are  strongly  guarded  by  Union 
Iroops.  Harper's  Ferry,  rumors  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  has  not  been  evacua 
ted  by  our  forces,  ami  it  is  reporteil  that 
Marlinsburg  has  been  reoccupied  by  our 
troops.  General  Crook  was  engaged  with 
the  rebels  near  lhat  jilace  on  Monday,  and 
there  are  rumors  thai  he  has  gained  au  im- 
poriant  success.  His  promotion  and  appoint 
ment  lo  the  command  of  the  Department 
of  West  Virginia  in  place  ot  General  Hunter 
gives  color  to  this  report,  though  we  i.re 
without  confirmatory  details  Estiuuites  ol 
the  rebel  strength  vary.  The  most  reliable 
statement  respecting  their  strength  is  to  the 
effect  lhat  the  old  raiders  20,000  strong, 
have  returned,  re-enforced  by  Imboden  s 
cavalry,  and  a  strong  body  of  infantry  Irom 
Richraon  I.  At  Baltimore  General  W'allace 
is  vigorously  preparing  for  any  emergency. 
He  has  called  out  all  The  able-bodied  color; 
ed  men  in  the  city,  who  will  be  formed  into 
companies,  armed  and  officered  under  tlie 
direction  of  the  Mayor.  The  Ljyal  Lea- 
gues are  aU.>  organizing  There  does  not 
seem  to  be  as  great  a  p:inic  in  Maryian.I  as 
on  the  occ-.tsion  of  the  former  raid 

Reports,  from  Atl.Hnta,  some  ol  which  are 
official,  are  lo  the  etl'ect  lhat  Gen.  .Siierman 
has  laid  siege  to  llie  place.  Gens.  Rousseau 
and  Garrard  destroyed  all  the  railroads  run- 
ning Irom  Atlanta,  except  that  to  -Macon, 
and  lliis  last  il  is  hoped  an  expedition  under 
Gen.  Stoiieman  will  succeed  in  rendering  im 
passable.  The  rebel  loss  in  Friday  s  battle 
are  reckoned  hi  l  J  UOO;  the  Union  .msuhI- 
ties  at  3,120.  Wc  cjplured  1,000  unharuu-d 
and  1,100  seriously  wounded  prisoners — tiie 
rebels  have  carrie.l  off  their  slightly  wound- 
ed— and  eleven  sianJs  ol  colors.  In  froui 
the  l£»tU,  16th  aud  17th  Corps,  3,221  dead 
rebels  were  found  and  buried.
